GREETINGS 


FEW  years  since,  Dr.  Learned  studied  systems  of  second- 
^  ary  education  in  Europe  and  America  and  found  a  contrast 

Jl.  with  the  merit  lodged  in  the  European  system.  His  indict¬ 
ment  of  our  practices  and  diverse  aims  in  the  secondary  field 
was  quite  startling  and  provoked  extensive  efforts  to  appraise  anew  and  to 
justify  the  American  educational  programs. 

The  conception  of  education  for  all  and  the  thought  that  the  public 
owes  to  every  child  the  complete  opportunity  to  develop  to  the  extent 
of  his  ability  are  distinctly  American.  On  this  platform  our  great  public- 
school  system  and,  in  fact,  the  .American  social  order  rest. 

Comparative  analysis  of  European  and  American  educational  pro¬ 
cesses  and  their  philosophical  roots  has  brought  forward  attackers  and 
defenders,  and  such  a  critical  study  of  education  and  the  educational 
process  is  now  on  in  this  country  as  the  world  never  before  witnessed. 
Already  some  conceptions  hav'e  been  routed  and  others  fortified.  Gen¬ 
erally,  however,  we  are  driven  to  a  study  of  social  and  political  funda¬ 
mentals  and  to  a  necessity  for  showing  that  our  prevalent  processes  are 
a  direct  result  of  such  study.  We  are  not  finding  it  easy  to  do  so  and 
may  have  to  reorient  our  thinking  about  what  constitutes  education  and 
who  may  profit  thereby. 

All  are  agreed  that  our  education  should  show  results.  Formerly 
it  produced  a  gentleman,  later  a  minister  or  lawjer,  later  an  agricul¬ 
turist,  an  engineer,  a  teacher,  a  business  man.  The  emphasis  has  seem¬ 
ingly  changed  from  culture  to  ability  to  make  a  living,  and  educational 
offerings  have  multiplied  to  give  practical  training  and  skills.  We 
wonder  whether  we  have  been  right  in  shifting  the  aim  to  the  practical 
and  making  culture,  if  it  is  in  the  scheme  at  all,  a  by-product. 

We  now  run  to  the  social;  we  must  educate  for  service.  Self- 
effacement,  life  for  the  community,  social  service — these  are  our  newer 
aims  and  are  searching  the  age-old  educational  formulae  and  processes. 
More  and  more  do  we  come  to  believe  that  the  aim  in  all  education 
must  be  fitting  one  for  a  place  in  the  social  order.  That  is  inclusive 
and  exclusive;  it  is  the  quest  of  the  ideal.  Along  with  it  goes  the 
practical,  the  industrial  aim.  We  are  torn  in  many  directions.  The 
voices  are  many  and  discordant.  We  are  in  the  era  of  test  and  question; 
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from  alpha  to  omega  our  educational  practices  are  under  scrutiny, 
appraisement,  and  renovation.  Until  we  solve  more  clearly  the  ways 
and  means,  our  present  programs  will  continue  under  fire,  and  our 
thinking  will  be  in  confusion. 

May  the  Ninth  Educational  Conference  give  us  some  light,  help 
us  to  learn  what  knowledge  is  of  most  worth,  and  aid  us  in  raising  an 
educational  objective  and  formulating  the  procedure  by  which  it  may 
be  reached!  The  University  extends  greetings,  and  tenders  all  its 
facilities  for  the  pleasure  and  advantage  of  those  who  will  be  in 
attendance.
